INTRODUCTION 

1. In pursuance of the requirement of section 18(5) of the 
Company Secretaries Act, 1980, tho Council of the Institute of 
Company Secretaries of India is pleased to publish hereunder 
the Fourth Annual Report, the audited statements of accounts 
and the Auditors’ Report thereon for the year ended 31st March, 
1984. 

ORGANISATIONAL SET-UP 

2. Council 

2.1 In accordance with tho powers conferred on the Cen¬ 
tral Government under Clause (b) of sub-section (2) of section 
9 of the Company Secretaries Act, 1980, Shri R.N. Bansal and 
Shri J.S. Khambata were nominated as Council Members with 
effect from 29th October, 1983 and 30th December, 1983 res¬ 
pectively vice Shri S.C. Bafna and Shri N.S. Mittal. There 
has been no other change in composition of the Council and all 
other elected and nominated members continue to hold the 
office upto the date of this Report. The Council places on 
record its appreciation of the valuable services rendered by 
S/Shri S.C. Bafna and N.S. Mittal as members of the Council. 

2.2 The Council held five meetings during the year 1983-84 

3. President and Vice-President of the Council 

At the nineteenth meeting of the Council held on 30th 
December, 1983 Shri D.B. Saxena relinquished the office of 
President and Shri K.V. Shanbhogue was unanimously elected 
to the office of President for a period of one year from that 
date. At the same meeting Shri G.B. Rao was also unani¬ 
mously elected as Vice-President for one year. 

4. Committees of the Council 

In accordance with the provisions contained in section 17 
of the Act, the Council constituted three standing and eight 
other Committees during the year. The composition of the 
various committees is given in Appendix ’A’ to the Report. 

5. Regional Councils 

Each of the four Regional Councils duly constituted with 
effect from 30th December, 19S2 for a period of three years 
pursuant to section 23f2) of the Company Secretaries Act, 1980 
brings out a bulletin regularly on its activities. The gist of 
activities prepared front the Annual Reports of the four Re¬ 
gional Councils for the year 1983-84 is given in Appendix ‘B* 
to the Report. 

6. Constitution of Chapters 

The Institute had 31 Chapters duly constituted in accor¬ 
dance with regulation 143 of tho Company Secretaries Regula¬ 
tions, 1982 under the jurisdiction of the four Regional Councils 
including the Chapter at Dombivili added under the Western 
I ndia Regional Council during the year. 

7. Meetings with the office bearers of Regional Councils & 
Chapters 

In order to have regular inter-action with the Regional 
Councils and Chapters, the Council decided that meetings be 


8. Membership 

During the year under report 430 persons were admitted 
to the Associate membership of tho Institute and 68 Associate 
members were admitted to the Fellow membership. As on 
31st March, 1984 the Institute had on its Register 4946 members 
comprising of 3993 Associates and 953 Fellows. The names 
of 52 members comprising of 45 Associates and 7 Fellows stood 
deleted as on 31st March, 1984 due to non-payment of fees. 
The Council regrets to report the death of 12 members during 
the year. Tho number of members residing abroad as on 31st 
March, 1984 was 113. A Table on the growth of member* 
during the last five years is given as Appendix ‘C to the Report. 

9. Certificate of Practice 

Certificates of Practice were issued to 136 members during 
the year under review and 556 members were holding Certificate 
of Practice as at the end of the year. The certificates of 30 
members were cancelled due to non-payment of annual certi¬ 
ficate of practice fee, resignations, other individual reasons and 
2 duo to death. A Table on the growth of members holding 
Certificate of Practice is given in Appendix ’D’ to the Report. 

10. List of Members 

In pursuance of section 19(3) of tho Company Secretaries 
Act, 1980 read with regulation 161, a supplementary list of 
miOJ-srs as on 1st April, 1983 was published and supplied to 
numbers at their request.

Shri K.S. Bhatnagar, formerly Secretary, Department of 
Company Affairs and Chairman, Company Law Board and 
Dr. N.K. Sengupta, formerly Controller of Capital Issues (pre¬ 
sently, Director General, Department of Tourism) were con¬ 
ferred Honorary Fellowship of the Institute on 27-2-1984 for 
fheir distinguished contribution to the profession of company 
secretaries and development of the Institute, 

12. Amendment to the Company Secretaries Regulations, 1982 

The Company Secretaries Regulations, 1982 were amended 
for the first time vide the Company Secretaries (Amendment) 
Regulations, 19B4 as published in the Gazette of India—Extra¬ 
ordinary on 30th March, 1984. Through an amendment to 
Regulation 4, provision has been made to admit as Associate 
members. 

(a) Candidates who had registered as students with the 
Institute of Chartered Secretaries and Administrators, London 
on or before 31st December, 1972 when the foreign exchange 
remittance was stopped by the Government of India, had passed 
the Final examination of that Institute and had acquired re¬ 
quisite practical experience, and 

(b) Indian nationals residing outside India who had qualified 
for Associate membership of the London body while remaining 
abroad and had acquired requisite practical experience. 

12.1 Further, provision has been made in Schedule *C* t 0 
the Regulations for introduction of Hindi as an alternative 
medium of writing Institute’s examinations with regard to 
subjects as may bo determined by tho Council from time to 
time. 
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FACILITIES FOR UPDATING PROFESSIONAL 
KNOWLEDGE OF MEMBERS 

13. Professional Development/Contlnuing Education Program¬ 
mes & Publications 

The Institute had organised Professional Development 
Continuing Education Programmes of specific interest to the 
corporate executives. A notable feature was the First ICSI 
Residential Programme organised in New Delhi in September 
1983 which was well received and attended by 58 senior /middle 
level corporate executives. A special programme for top exe¬ 
cutives of State Government undertakings in North Eastern 
Region was organised in Gauhati in collaboration with the 
North Eastern Council and several State Governments have 
since evinced interest to organise such programmes in their 
States. 

In addition to providing service to the subscribers of loose- 
leaf ready reference™ (LLRRs) on Corporate Laws published 
carlier,)the Institute brought out six more publications including 
a supplement to Securities Contracts (Regulation) Act—A 
Manual. An updated book was brought out on Capital Issues 
(Control) Act and hence the LLRR service on that Act has been 
withdrawn. 

The programmes organised and publications brought out 
have been listed at Appendix ‘E’ to the Report. 

14. Research Scheme 

The final research project titled “Impact of Foreign Colla¬ 
borations in India" by Shri V. Kirshnaji has been accepted by 
the Institute and would be suitably incorporated in the Insti¬ 
tute’s proposed publication “Foreign Collaborations”. 

15. Memoranda Submitted to Committees 

Memoranda were submitted during the year under report 
to the following authorities : 

(i) High Level Committee set up under the Chairmanship 
of Shri M. Narasimhan to look into the working of th e 
financial institutions in assisted companies. 

(ii) Working Group set up under the Chairmanship of 
Dr. R.J. Chelliah to undertake a study of Central Excise 
duties with a view to simplifying the excise procedure. 

(iii) Department of Company Affairs on introduction of 
‘Management Audit’. 

16. Twelfth National Convention 

The Twelfth National Convention of Company Secretaries 
on the theme "Emerging Role of Company Secretary in Pra- 
tlce” was held at Hotel Oberoi Grand. Calcutta from February 
9 to II. 1984. The three-day Convention attended by over 
500 delegates was inaugurated by Shri A.P. Sharma, Governor 
of West Bengal, and the Key-note address was delivered by the 
then President pf Associated Chambers of Commerce and 
Industry Shri Jahar Sengupta. As a follow-up measure a 
sub-coffutilhce has been set up for evolving an action plan in 
respect of practising company secretaries. 

ATTAINMENT OF RECOGNITIONS AND OPPORTUNE 
TIES TO THE PROFESSION 

17. Recognitions attained 

The Institute continued to make progm s in attaining re¬ 
cognitions tor its members for pursuing Ph. D. course under 
various universites, for employment in various tides and for 
practice as a company secretary. During the year under report 
Nagpur and Meerut Universities had accorded recognition to 
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the membership qualification of the Institute for pursuing Ph. 
D. course. The Ministry of Home Affairs, Department of 
Personnel and Administrative Reforms recognised the mem¬ 
bership qualification of the institute for cmpanelment of com¬ 
pany secretaries for assignment of Indian experts to the dev- 
Ioping countries of Asia, Africa and Latin America. Further 
recognitions were secured for purposes of practice as a Prac¬ 
tising Company Secretary from some more state financial ins¬ 
titutions and the Chief Controller of Imports and Exports. 
A consolidated list of recognitions secured so far appears at 
Appendix *F’ to the Report. 

18. Guidance Notes for practising members 

Pursuant (o the recognitions received for company secre¬ 
taries in practice, guidance notes on the following areas were 
developed and published: 

(i) Certificates to all India financial institutions/state-level 
agencies. 

(ii) Certificate regarding allotment of securities on the basis 
approved by stock exchanges. 

(iii) Compilation of status/search report for banks. 

(iv) Certification of forms under export-import licensing, 
procedures. 

18.1 A Guide to Company Secretary in Practice containing 
these guidance notes was published in Janauary 1984 and also 
made available to members. Guidance notes for additional 
recognitions received under the Import & Export Policy arc 
under preparation. 

19. Secretarial Audit Report 

A Secretarial Audit Report as finalised by the Council for 
considering introduction of Secretarial Audit by company 
secretaries in practice in companies having a paid-up share 
capital between Rs. 10 lakhs and Rs. 25 lakhs, as envisaged in 
the Company Secretaries Act, 1980 was forwarded to the Cen¬ 
tral Government. Significance of Secretarial Audit was also 
highlighted in the Twelfth National Convention of Company 
Secretaries and a full technical session was devoted to that topic. 
A publication titled ‘‘Check-List/Working-Sheet under the 
Companies Act, MRTP Act and Capital Issues (Control) Act” 
was brought out based on the material prepared for Secretarial 
Audit Report and it was forwarded to Chambers of Commerce 
requesting them to impress upon their constituents to introduce 
Secretarial Audit on voluntary basis. 

20. Chartered Secretary 

“Chartered Secretary” the official journal of the Institute 
commenced its 14th volume in January 1984 and has continued 
to maintain its popularity and standard. It was decided to 
introduce a section for company secretary in practice. The 
Journal Comm'ttee and the Editorial Advisory Board were 
reconstituted during the year. Supply of‘Chartered Secretary’ 
was made optional to the students with effect from January 
1934 on introduction of a separate ICSI S'udents Bulletin for 
students free of charge. 

REGISTRATION OF STUDENTS, IMPARTING OF EDU¬ 
CATION, CONDUCT OF EXAMINATIONS AND PROVI¬ 
SION OF TRAINING FACILITIES 

21. Registration of Students 

According to the Register of Students maintained Dy th 
Institute, the total number of the students registered tiff the en d 
of the year was 96609. The number of students whose regis¬ 
tration was current at the end of the year was 50097 including 
those whose registration was extended under regulation 21(3) 
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9450 students were registered during the year under report. 
The statement on the growth of students including those who 
have completed Intermediate and Pina! examinations and the 
number of companies recognised for practical training is given 
in Appendix ‘Gf (Part [) to the Report. 

22. Coaching 

22.1 Registration and Issue of Coaching Completion Certificates 

All the students registered during the year were enrolled 
for postal tuition and a total number of 10985 coaching comple¬ 
tion certificates were issued during the year under report. A 
comparative statement for five years on the number of students 
enrolled for postal tuition and issued with coaching completion 
certificates is given in Appendix ’G’ (Part II) to the Report. 

22.2 Modified Postal Tuition Scheme 

A modified postal tuition scheme has been introduced with 
effect from 1st January, 1984 for students who possess degree 
in Law or Post-graduate degree in Management or Commerce 
or pass in the Final Examination of ICAI or ICWAI. Students 
enrolled under the scheme ore required to submit response 
sheets for reduced number of test papers in certain non-core 
sublects. 141 students got themselves enrolled under this 
scheme. 

22.3 Study Material 

Study material and suggested answers sets were further 
revised with a view to bringing to the knowledge of the stu¬ 
dents current developments of relevance to their course. Along¬ 
side, the test papers were revised taking into account the pat¬ 
tern of questions being asked in the Institute’s examinations. 
The guideline answers for the questions set in the Intermediate 
and Final examinations held in June and December 1983 were 
brought out in August 1983 and March 1984 respectively. 

22.4 Suggested Readings 

List of suggested readings to be read as supplement to the 
study material was revised and published in the ICSI Students 
Bulletin for information of the students, 

22.5 Personal Contact Programmes 

With a view to having inter-action with the students under 
going postal/oral tuition and the teaching faculty imparting 
oral tuition in important cities, the academic faculty in the 
Directorate of Studies visited oral tuition centres functioning 
under the four Regional Councils during the year. 

23. ICSI Students Bulletin 

Pursuant to the decision of the Council to introduce a sepa¬ 
rate magazine for students, a monthly bulletin titled “ICSI 
Students Bulletin” was introduced from January 1984. The 
Bulletin has generally been well received by the students. 

24. Creation of Question Bank 

The need to effect structural changes in the question papers 
in the Institute’s examination even within the existing syllabus, 
was considered necessary as a step towards facilitating purpos/v 
reading and effective preparation for examination by students. 
Steps have been initiated to prepare a question bank in core 
subjects In the first Instance as an aid to the Examination Com. 
mittee in its work. 

25. Examinations 

The Institute had held two examinations in June and De¬ 
cember 1983 in 36 centres spread all over the country. In June 
1983 session, 683 and 336 candidates completed Intermediate 
and Final examinations respectively and in December 1983 


Session, 613 and 300 candidates completed Intermediate and 
Final examinations respectively. A statement showing group 
_wise results on the conduct of examinations for Intermediate 
and Final for 5 years is given in Appendix ‘G'(Parts III and IV 

respectively). 

26. Prize Awards, Scholarship and Financial Assistance 

to Students 

Prize awards as instituted by the Institute and its Regional 
Councils were given to the respective meritorious students. 
Similarly, Merit Scholarship and financial assistance under 
Merit-cum- Means Assistance Scheme were granted to 10 and 
5 candidates and to 10 and 6 candidates based on their perfor¬ 
mance in June 1983 and December 1983 sessions respectively. 
Sliri K. Venkatcswaran was the recipient of President’s Gold 
Medal for June 1983 Final examination; and Shri G. Balasu- 
bramonian and Ms. Bhuvaneswari were the recipients of Presi¬ 
dent's Silver Medal for the Intermediate examinations held 
in June 1983 and December 1983 respectively. 

27 Creation of Examination Centre In Bahrain 

Keeping in view the demand from registered students and 
Indian nationals residing abroad and the need to develop the 
profession of company secretaryship in Africa, the Middle 
East and South East Asian countries, the Institute had decided 
in principle to establish examination centres abroad. To start 
with, the Institute is happy to announce creation of an examina¬ 
tion centre in Bahrain, on an experimental basis beginning from 
June 1984 session. 

28. Introduction of Hindi as an Optional Medium of Writing 

Examinations 

The Council had decided to introduce Hindi as an optional 
medium of writing the examinations for company secretaryship 
course in stages, commencing with the Preliminary’ examination. 
Accordingly, the Company Secretaries Regulations, 1982 were 
suitably amended with the approval of the Central Government. 
To begin with, Hindi has been introduced as an optional medium 
of wirting two subjects, viz., 'Economics’ and ‘Elements of 
Commerce’ papers of Preliminary examination commencing 
from Juno 1984 session. 6 

29. Practical Training 

During the year, 33 more public limited companies have 
agreed to impart practical training to students passing the Final 
examination, making the total number of such companies as 
at the close of the year to 430. 

29.1 Training In Stock Exchanges 

At the request of the Institute, out of the existing 12 stock 
exchanges in the country, 11 exchanges have agreed to provide 
practical training to the qualified students of the Institute. 
Besides, two financial institutions have also agreed to provide 
15 days training in their institutions, 

29.2 During the year, 555 candidates who had passed the 
Final examination were sponsored for practical training in 
companies recognised for practical training. ' 

ACCOUNTS AND AUDIT 

30. Accounts, Reserves and Surplus 

Pursuant to sub-section (5) of section 18 of the Act, a copy 
of the audited accounts has been published herewith. ' 

30.1 Income & Expenditure Account 

The Income & Expenditure Account for the year under 
report has shown a surplus of Rs. 2,12,309 as against (he defici 
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of Rs, 3,32,961 shown in the previous year. As reported in 
the last annual report, a comprehensive oxcrcise to economise 
expenditure and to review the structure of various fees was 
undertaken with reference to continuous increase in the cost 
of services rendered lo the members and students during the 
last few years mainly on account of continuous all round in¬ 
flation. The Council carefully considered the report based on 
such roview and decided to increase the postal tuition fees from 
Rs. 600 to Rs. 800 w.e.f. 1st November, 1983 and the examina¬ 
tion fees for examination commencing from June 1984 onwards, 
from 10, Rs. 15 and Rs, 15 per paper to Rs. 15, Rs. 20 and Rs. 
25 per paper for Preliminary, Intermediate and Final examina¬ 
tions respectively. 

30.2 Capitalisation of fees 

As per past practice, the entrance fees received from Asso¬ 
ciate and Fellow members amounting to Rs. 1, 67,213 have been 
capitalised. The capital reserve at the end of the year stood 
at Rs. 12, 27,725. 

30.3 Reserves and Surplus 

An appropriation of Rs. 2,02,680 has been made on account 
of interest on earmarked fixed deposits directly to Building Re¬ 
serve, as per past practice. The reserves made for libraries 
(Rs. 2,00,000) research projects (Rs. 1,50,000) and contingency 
(Rs. 3,00,000) have been merged with the General Reserve. 
The total General Reserve stood at Rs. 83,35,063 as on 31st 
March, 1984. 

30.4 A summary of the financial state of affairs is given in 
Appendix ‘H‘ to the Report. Further, analytical statements 
giving the growth of income, expenditure, assets, liabilities and 
surplus for a period of five years have been tabulated and given 
in six parts in Appendix ‘I’ to this Report. 

31. Auditors 

Pursuant to section 18(4) of the Act, the Council reappointed 
M/s. D.K. Sengupta & Co., Chartered Accountants, New Delhi 
as Auditors to audit the accounts for the year ended 31st March, 
1984. The report of the Auditors is published herewith, along- 
with the statement of accounts. 

32. APPRECIATION 

The Council places on record its appreciation to the Minis¬ 
ters and officers of the Central Government, particularly the 
Department of Company Affairs, for their guidance and support 
to the activities of the Institute during the year. The Regional 
Councils and Chapters continued to progress and provide as¬ 
sistance to the Council in the development of the profession in 
their regions. The State Governments, the Corporate Sector 
in general and the Chambers of Commerce in the country have 
also helped and provided assistance to the Institute in the growth 
of opportunities to it and to its members. The Secretary & 
Executive Director and his team of officers and other staff have 
continued to provide fullest secretarial support in the implemen¬ 
tation of the policies and programmes of the Council during the 
year under report. We wish to place on record our gratitude 
to all of them.
